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New Castle 
to make 
safe routes 
with grant

Kids in New Castle will 
soon have a safer walk to 
school. 

The City of New Castle 
secured a federal Safe 
Routes to School grant in 
the amount of $250,000 
that will allow it to install 
an approximately 2,600- 
foot sidewalk connecting 
the town’s elementary 
school to residents of the 
Castle Creek Subdivision. 

“There are a lot of kids 
that walk to school and 
people that walk into 
town from that subdivi¬ 
sion,” said Scot Treece, 
the city’s public works 
director. “There’s some 
sidewalk there, but for 
much of the way, they’d 
have to walk on the edge 
of the road or up on the 
road. This will give them 
a much safer way to get 
there.” 

The project tears out 
existing sidewalks from 
the corner of Church 
Street and South Property 
Road, and pours new 
sidewalks from the corner 
and into the subdivision 
along its main road. 

“New Castle 
Elementary School has 
many students living in 
Castle Creek,” HCPS 
Superintendent Tim 
Abrams said. “The road 
between the school and 
Castle Creek is very curvy 
and heavily populated, so 
a sidewalk to that area will 
not only benefit students 
who may wish to walk to 
school, but the commu¬ 
nity as a whole.” 

Treece said that 
although it will be “tight” 
at times, the sidewalk will 
be confined to the state 
right-of-way. Where the 
sidewalk crosses a drive¬ 
way, a concrete apron will 
be poured. 

“I want to go out to all 
the property owners this 
will affect and talk with 
them about what changes 
this might create,” Treece 
said. “But this project will 
be for the betterment of 
the property owners and 
the community.” 

Now that all the pre¬ 
liminary studies have 
been completed, Treece 
expects work to begin in 
the spring and continue 
into mid-summer, with 
the expectation that the 
project will be complete 
by the time school starts. 

“We are very apprecia¬ 
tive of the City of New 
Castle’s efforts to improve 
the safety of our stu¬ 
dents,” Abrams said. “We 
have and will continue 
to work closely with city 
government to make New

Epcot at EIS 

School expansion could begin as soon as February

Eminence Independent 
Schools recently completed 
one of the final steps needed 
to break ground on an his¬ 
toric $8 million expansion 
and renovation project. The 
board voted to approve bids 
and approve the sale of bonds 
that secures the funding for 
the project. 

“As excited as I am about 
it, I’m more excited about 
what we’re going to do with 
it,” EIS Superintendent 
Buddy Berry said. “The way 
we are transforming student 
learning is the most exciting.” 

At the center of the proj¬ 
ect is the Edhub, short for 
Experimental DaVinci Hybrid 
Ultra Bibliotheca. 

“It’s a nod to Epcot,” 

Berry explained. “This is 
experimental for us because 
it’s new. We reference 
DaVinci because he was a 
master of blending art, math 
and science and the EdHub 
will contain blended, project- 
based learning labs. Hybrid 
means we’re blurring the lines 
between a classroom and a 
lab. And Ultra Bibliotheca, 
which is Latin for library, 
refers to the re-invention of 
the structure and services of 
our library, which is the heart 
of our center.” 

The Edhub 

The two-story structure 
will connect to the existing 
school where the library and 
current weight room/music 
room are located. The small 
building housing the weight 
room will be torn down. 

The new Edhub will serve 
as the front entrance to the 
school complex and house 
all the administrative offices 
for all three schools. It 
builds on the positive 
impact moving all the 
administrators into one 
area has already had. 

“It provides for all the 
safety measures we need 
for our schools,” Berry 
said. “And having all 


the administrators centrally 
located has really improved 
communication between the 
schools.” 

At the center of the first 
floor of the Edhub is an open 
collaborative learning envi¬ 
ronment where small groups 
can meet to work on projects. 
A small stage area provides 
the opportunity to seat 300- 
400 people for assemblies, 
meetings or other gatherings. 

“We could move our 
Educational Foundation 
Dinner in there, for exam¬ 
ple,” Berry said. “It’s a very 
flexible space.” 

The first floor also contains 
eight learning labs with glass 
walls that could host a variety 
of course offerings like robot¬ 
ics, a TV studio, 3D printing, 
drama or more. Three large 
flexible learning spaces have 
movable walls to accommo¬ 
date different class sizes. 

The library also occupies 
space on the first floor and 
will incorporate an electronic 
deliverable que system for 
library books. 

“When a student finishes 
a book, they’ll drop it in a 
book box and as soon as it’s 
checked in, the next book 
in that student’s cue will 
be delivered to him or her 
without waiting for their 
assigned library time,” Berry 
said. “And we hope to part¬ 
ner with the public library to 
expand our book selection.” 

On the second floor, there 
are five new classrooms 
including a new science lab, 
which will be used primar¬ 
ily by high school students. 
Outside each classroom is a 
an area of counter-style seat¬ 
ing where students can work 
independently or in small 
groups outside the classroom, 
but still be supervised. 

Each school will have its 


own entry point into the 
Edhub, which is intended to 
service all three. 

Berry said the expansion 
was needed to accommodate 
growth in the district, up 40 
percent in just the past two 
years, but to also create a bal¬ 
ance in the district’s desire 
to be innovative in the way 
they meet the needs of their 
students. 

“This is the first time our 
philosophy will start to match 
our facilities,” Berry said. 
“We’ve been doing 21 st cen¬ 
tury learning very well in a 
19 th century building.” 

Other additions 

In addition to the Edhub, 
the project also includes a 
small expansion of four new 
classrooms and a mini hub for 
the elementary school. 

“This will serve as a pre-K 
center,” Berry explained. 

Across the street, the 
Warrior Activity Center gets a 
makeover as well. 

“That’s our new field- 
house,” Berry said. 

The center will house a 
new weight room with cardio 
and strength-training equip¬ 
ment and an addition on 
the backside of the building 
provides boys and girls locker 
rooms large enough to host 
four teams per season. These 
locker rooms will serve field 
sports and provide space for 
visiting teams to use before 
and after games. 

Other renovations 

Along with physical addi¬ 
tions to the school campus, 
the project allows for several 
layers of renovation. 

The former library will

Officials: 

Jailers 

save 

money

Don’t count on finding savings 
from merging the duties of jailers 
with the sheriff’s office here, Henry 
County officials say. If anything, they 
believe that would cost taxpayers 
more. 

Kentucky’s constitution requires the 
election of jailers to serve their coun¬ 
ties— even in the 41 counties around 
the state without jails. 

The Kentucky Center for 
Investigative Reporting recently 
reviewed the practices in those coun¬ 
ties and found examples of jailers who 
do little work to justify their pay, who 
hire family members as deputies and 
who work an additional full-time job 
as well as hold the elective office. 

Local officials say that’s not the case 
in Henry County, where Jailer Scott 
Southworth and his deputies save the 
county money. 

Henry County jailers stay busy, 
Southworth said. From Nov. 4 to 
13, jailers took 17 inmates to circuit 
court, nine to district court and 15 
from police departments and other 
jails. From Dec. 6 to 14, jailers trans¬ 
ported 19 inmates to circuit court, 
three to district court and picked up 
11 from other police departments and 
jails. 

“With the hours I’m in the court¬ 
house with court and transporting 
for court any time court is in, I am 
there,” Southworth said. “Then, 
when court is not in, I’m in my office 
doing paperwork I need to do, taking 
calls from other jails about moving 
inmates and for doctor’s appoint¬ 
ments for inmates. I’m on the clock 
for 88 hours a week.” 

While there might be issues with 
jailers in other places, Brent believes 
the current system serves Henry 
County efficiently and effectively. 

“I think you have to look at that 
on a case-by-case basis,” Brent said, 
responding to the KCIR report. 
“There probably are some counties 
that have waste — in our case there 
is none. In fact, I couldn’t think of 
a better system than we have right 
now.” 

In the current fiscal year that ends 
in June, Henry County appropri¬ 
ated $586,361 for the jail budget, 
but many of those are costs involv¬ 
ing contracting with county jails in 
Shelby, Carroll and Oldham to keep 
prisoners ($360,000), housing juve¬ 
niles ($10,000); gas, maintenance and 
radios ($25,000), according to bud¬ 
get documents. The budget contains 
$47,500 for the jailer’s salary and 
$65,360 for the five part-time deputy 
jailers. 

Only the jailer works full-time, the 
deputy jailers are part-time, which 
means Henry County saves on ben¬ 
efits and retirement costs, Brent said. 
If the sheriff’s office had to hire full¬ 
time employees to handle the jailers’ 
duties, too, that would mean the

county would have to 
shell out more in higher 
pay and cover higher 
benefits costs. 

Henry County would 
also have to pay more for 
vehicles for the sheriff’s 
office in that scenario. 

“Since our jailer’s cars 
are not used in pur¬ 
suit, we run them with 
very high miles,” Brent 
said. “We buy only used 
vehicles for transport, 
whereas the sheriff buys 
new vehicles for his offi¬ 
cers.” 

Southworth and Peggy 
Bryant, the deputy 
judge-executive, pay close 
attention to the jail bills 
in order to cut down 
on costs, when possible. 
“Scott keeps me updated 
on inmates that might 
have serious medical 
issues so that I can work 
with the judges to expe¬ 
dite their hearings in an 
effort to save the county 
money,” Brent said. 

“It’s way cheaper than 
how it’s done in other 
states, where the jailers 
work under the sheriff’s 
office,” he said. “We’re 
saving tens of thousands 
of dollars by the system 
we have now.” 

“I don’t think doing 
away with the jailer will 
save any more money 
because the job will 
still have to be done,” 
Southworth said, adding 
it would take sheriff’s 
deputies away from their 
patrols for many hours. 

“I can’t tell you how 
many times that I have 
picked up one (inmate) 
and, by the time I got 
back, the same office has 
another one for me.” 

Sheriff Danny Cravens 
also worried about 
increasing costs if sher¬ 
iff’s deputies have to take 
up the slack. 

Even if the sheriff’s 
department personnel 
earned the same pay as a 
jailer, other requirements 
for law enforcement offi¬ 
cers would still drive the 
costs up, he said. 

“I don’t know what 
the standards are for jail¬ 
ers, but in order for us to 
increase personnel to take 
over that responsibility, 
it’s going to be more 
expensive to hire, train 
and equip one officer, 
even as a transport offi¬ 
cer.” 

Not including vehicles, 
the cost for one sheriff’s 
deputy runs an average of 
about $4,500 to $6,000

become a large music 
room and the two rooms 
outside of the current 
library will be trans¬ 
formed into locker rooms 
for gym sports. 

“We’re coming up out 
of what we affectionately 
refer to as the dungeon,” 
Berry said, referencing 
the current location of 
the locker rooms. 

In addition, all current 
classrooms will get new 
tile and new paint and all 
but four restrooms will 
be renovated (those four 
were just recently reno¬ 
vated). 

“The entire school gets 
a facelift out of this,” 
Berry said. 

The KFC building, 
now owned by the school 
and currently used for 
cooking classes, will be 
gutted and prepped to 


for all equipment, uni¬ 
forms and training. 

To be a fully quali¬ 
fied sheriff’s deputy with 
arrest powers, it takes six 
months of training, due 
to state requirements, 
Cravens said. Court secu¬ 
rity and transport officers 
need two weeks of train¬ 
ing, but they can’t patrol 
the roads, respond to 
calls for assistance or con¬ 
duct investigations. 

Cravens sees complica¬ 
tions in having patrol 
deputies handle the 
duties of jailers, noting 
they have to pick up 
prisoners from Kentucky 
State Police, the sheriff’s 
office and city police 
departments. 

“In between times, 
they could be working 
the road, but when an 
agency gets a prisoner 
in custody, the deputy 
is going to have to stop 
what he’s doing, stop 
his investigation or his 
patrol, to go get the 
prisoner and transport,” 
Cravens said. “I tend to 
see that as a hindrance 
to the deputy’s patrol. 

I can’t see how the 
county’s going to justify 
the expense to have full¬ 
time deputies out here 
working the road, so they 
can respond to a prisoner 
transport.” 

Similarly, jailers usu¬ 
ally handle when a 
prisoner has to go for 
a medical appointment 
and often have to remain 
throughout the proce¬ 
dure to take the prisoner 
back, Cravens said. He 
wouldn’t want to take 
deputies off the road to 
sit in a doctor’s office 
and watch a prisoner. 

Though other counties 
may have a broken sys¬ 
tem, that’s not the case 
in Henry, Cravens said. 
He’s afraid that legisla¬ 
tors considering merging 
the jailers’ duties with the 
sheriff’s office don’t have 
enough information to 
get a full picture of the 
situation. 

“In the state’s endeav¬ 
or to save money, I’m 
afraid without more 
research into it, and 
solving and answering a 
lot of questions, they’re 
going to put more of a 
financial burden on the 
county,” Cravens said. “I 
believe that it needs to be 
put under the decision of 
the judge-executive and 
fiscal court as to whether 
or not the jailers’ sys¬ 
tem is working or not 
in their county and let 
them make the decision 
whether to eliminate that 
or not.” 


provide additional class¬ 
room space, although 
Berry has already devel¬ 
oped a unique alternative 
use for the structure. 

“We’re thinking about 
converting it into a start¬ 
up company incubator,” 
Berry said. “But we’re 
still working on that 
idea.” 

Cost and Next Steps 

“Everything we 
wanted came in under 
budget,” Berry said. “We 
were thrilled with that.” 

The $8 million loan 
will be paid off in 20 
years or less through 
building funds, not gen¬ 
eral funds, Berry pointed 
out. 

“The bulk of that 
money is generated from 
the nickel facilities tax 
last year,” Berry said. 

“It impacted our bond 
potential and that, mixed 
with current building 
funds we had, enabled us 
to move forward with the 


Rep. Rick Rand knows 
a couple of proposals 
have been filed in the 
current Kentucky leg¬ 
islative session on the 
jailer matter, but feels 
the likelihood of making 
significant changes to the 
constitutional office of 
jailer is remote. 

“We probably could 
statutorily change the 
duties to the point 
where, even though it 
would still be a consti¬ 
tutionally elected office, 
their duties would be 
minute or minuscule, but 
if you wanted to abolish 
the office all together 
you would have to 
amend the constitution 
which would require a 
referendum vote by the 
citizens — I just don’t 
see that as a likelihood 
right now,” he said. 

The jailer’s office being 
written into the constitu¬ 
tion raises questions if it 
were to be merged with 
the sheriff’s office, Rand 
added. 

He believes complica¬ 
tions between the jailer 
and the sheriff, both con¬ 
stitutional officers, would 
arise. 

“It’s just who would 
have the most authority 
because the constitution 
gives the jailer certain 
duties and authorities 
and the sheriff, too,” 
Rand said. “They were 
independently elected 
and I could see it could 
be complicated on who 
would have the primary 
authority about how the 
prisoners were transport¬ 
ed, court security and all 
the things the jailer or 
sheriff may do, whether 
the sheriff could require 
the jailer to do anything 
other than transport pris¬ 
oner. All those questions 
arise that right now have 
no answers.” 

This situation remind¬ 
ed Brent about how 
sending Henry County 
prisoners to other county 
lockups is much cheaper 
than trying to operate 
a jail here. The old jail 
closed in 1990. 

“We have done the 
analysis many times 
and unless you go huge 
like 200 to 300 beds 
it is a money loser,” 
he said. “Several years 
ago we were averaging 
30 inmates a day in the 
Oldham County Jail, and 
they were averaging 20 
of their own and when 
it was all said and done 
their jail program was 
costing them $100,000 
more a year than ours 
was.” 


project.” 

The next step will be 
the sale of bonds, pend¬ 
ing state approval, then 
on to breaking ground. 

“Weather permitting, 
we’re looking at the first 
part of February,” Berry 
said. “We’ll start with the 
elementary addition, and 
the tearing down of the 
weight room.” 

Berry said all effort 
will be made to minimize 
disruptions to the school 
day, and that the goal 
is to use the elementary 
addition next school year, 
with the EdHub and 
other additions to be 
fully functional in the 
2015-16 school year. 

“I don’t think we’ve 
see an expansion of this 
nature since the 1930s 
when the school burned 
down,” Berry said. “This 
will absolutely, without a 
doubt, change the land¬ 
scape of our school and 
the learning that takes 
place here.”

William is also the kind 
of worker, if you give 


him a list of things to do, 
he keeps at it until they 
are done, she added. If 
William has to work until 
dark, he won’t complain. 

The Debords have 
been staying with their 
daughter who lives about 
2.5 hours away.

When the major con¬ 
struction phase of the 
sidewalk project begins, 
the city will receive large 
bills all at once. Since 
the grant is paid to the 


city in the form of reim¬ 
bursement, New Castle 
is already looking into 
the possibility of interim 
financing to handle the 
project costs while wait¬ 
ing for repayment from 
the federal government. 

“We want to go ahead 
and secure it now just in 
case, so if it’s needed, it 
won’t hold up the proj¬ 
ect,” Treece said. 


Treece added that at 
the most, the city would 
be responsible for 2 per¬ 
cent of the loan amount, 
or in this case, no more 
than $5,000. But, he 
added, it’s worth it. 

“Our goal is safety,” 
Treece said. “Not just 
your drinking water, or 
safe treatment of waste- 
water, but your safety 
moving around the city.”

Farmers reported nice 
yields on practically every 
crop in 2014. So, how 
did the year stack up 
with local rainfall? 

To answer that ques¬ 
tion, we’ve researched 
the data collected in 
several reporting stations 
scattered around Henry 
County. 

The reporters are local 
farmers and homeown¬ 
ers who use a special rain 
gauge to measure precip¬ 
itation to the nearest one 
hundredth of an inch on 
a daily basis. 

The reporting system 
is CoCoRaHS, short 
for the Collaborative 
Community Rain, Hail 
and Snow network. 

On the Internet, you 
can find all states, coun¬ 
ties and stations each day 


at www.cocorahs.org. 

With tobacco produc¬ 
ers now being asked to 
keep a daily rain report 
for each field, this coco¬ 
rahs network has come in 
handy. 

If we average all the 
stations together, Henry 
County had a nice 45.51 
inches of rain in 2014. 

That is pretty much 
the state average, across 
all years. But there are 
some variations in that 
average. 


The high was the 
Jericho station with 
49.65 inches of rainfall, 
and the low was a sta¬ 
tion near Eminence with 
41.39 inches. 

As with any year, some 
reporting stations catch 
some significantly larger 
thunderstorms than oth¬ 
ers. 

Luckily, most areas of 
the county had adequate 
rainfall at the right time 
for decent yields in near¬ 
ly all crops.

Both were Henry County farm¬ 
ers who grew tobacco, and like many during the winter months, worked at the Shelbyville or Carrollton 
tobacco markets. At that time, all tobacco was carefully stripped in hands, with 12 to 15 hands placed 
on sticks. At the warehouse, the hands were taken off the sticks and packed in baskets weighing up to 
700 pounds, which were then arranged for daily auctions. In 1969, records indicate the Henry County 
tobacco crop was grown on 3,130 acres, yielding 3,030 Ibs/acre, for a total crop of almost 9.5 million 
pounds. The crop averaged $69.82 per pound that year, grossing $6.6 million in farm revenue. Henry 
County ranked 8th in Kentucky that year in both tobacco and dairy.

The pigs on our little farm in Drennon love marshmallows. Raising hogs and beef cattle, in addition to 
growing our own produce, are part of my family's effort to live closer to the land in a more self-sustain¬ 
ing way. We're considering adding chickens and a few goats next. 


Sometimes I say it 
just to see how people 
will react. 

“I raise hogs,” I say. 

“Hogs?” they reply 
incredulously. 

“Yes,” I clarify. “You 
know, pigs?” 

“Yes, I know,” they 
continue. “To eat?” 

“Yes, we raise a cou¬ 
ple of beef cattle, too,” 
I add. 

Invariably, I get this 
response from non¬ 
farming individuals. 

“I just don’t know 
how you can raise an 
animal and see it every 
day and feed it and 
take care of it, then kill 
it and eat it,” they say 
with a look of disgust 
and despair. 

I’ll admit, I was 
squeamish about the 
idea of raising our own 
meat. I had been rais¬ 
ing a garden for a few 
years, and we were 
very happy with the 
idea of moving toward 
a more self-sustaining 
lifestyle when it came 
to our food supply. 

But raising hogs and 
beef was quite a leap 
from growing toma¬ 
toes and squash. 

For our first foray 
into raising livestock, 
we purchased a sow 
and her small litter of 
five. I fed and watered 
the hogs daily, often

walking into the pen, 
talking to them and 
eventually earning 
enough trust that I 
could scratch some 
backs and ears. I 
brought them excess 
produce from the 
garden. They loved 
tomatoes, watermelons 
and cantaloupe and 
devoured the occasion¬ 
al pumpkin. Anything 
soft with a sweet taste 
became a favorite. 

That’s when I began 
buying marshmallows. 

We field-raise our 
livestock, which means 
we don’t have a sys¬ 
tem of gates or chutes 
to use when it’s time 
to load them into a 
livestock trailer. Year 
one taught us that you 
can’t make a hog go 
anywhere it doesn’t 
want to go. So we 
developed a training 
regimen to encourage 
the animals to walk up 
into the trailer on their 
own. 


Marshmallows. 

The pigs find them 
irresistible. They are 
smart animals and 
quickly identified me 
as the giver of all good 
things, namely those 
puffy, white cylinders 
of sweet goodness. 
They responded to my 
calls of “Here, pig!” 
at a trot, eager to scarf 
down as many marsh¬ 
mallows as possible. 

It makes loading hogs 
into the trailer much 
more manageable. 

The litter we have 
now starts running 
for the fence as soon 
as my car pulls in the 
driveway. I’ve got this 
bunch on a one bag 
a day habit. Usually, 
it’s the ordinary mini 
marshmallow, but 
every once in a while 
they get the fruit- 
flavored, or their new 
favorite, the full-size 
marshmallow. 

Even the beef cattle 
have gotten in on the 
act. One steer will take 
the marshmallow out 
of my hand, while the 
other prefers them to 
be dropped into the 
feed bucket to mix in 
with their grain. I’m 
hoping when it’s time 
to load up, the cattle 
will smell the marsh¬ 
mallows in the feed 
bucket at the front of 


the trailer and step on 
in. 

While there is a very 
practical application 
for my daily sugaring, 
indirectly, it’s my way 
of spoiling my live¬ 
stock. I talk to them, 
make sure they are as 
comfortable and warm 
as possible and often 
pet or scratch the 
ones that will let me. 
For people who have 
never raised livestock 
for meat, I’m sure it 
sounds incongruous. 

While those animals 
are in my care, I will 
provide the best life 
possible for them. I 
will know how they 


are treated on a daily 
basis, what they are 
fed, what they are not 
injected with and how 
they were transported. 
How many people 
can say that about the 
meat they are serving 
for dinner tonight? 

I am a proud partici¬ 
pant in a more self-sus¬ 
taining lifestyle where 
I raise my own meat, 
grow my own veg¬ 
etables and herbs and 
am less reliant on the 
supermarket. Living 
closer to the land is 
incredibly rewarding 
and fulfilling. It gives 
you a sense of empow¬ 
erment and strength, 


but also humbles you. 
It’s a heady responsi¬ 
bility. 

As Wendell Berry 
once said, “We have 
the world to live in on 
the condition that we 
will take good care of 
it. And to take good 
care of it, we have to 
know it. And to know 
it and to be willing to 
take care of it, we have 
to love it.” 

So while they are on 
this earth, I will take 
good care of my live¬ 
stock. That’s my duty 
and my calling and 
although unimaginable 
to some, it gives me 
great joy.

The Warriors started 
strong in the third period 
and opened the lead back 
up but again Evangel 
came back and the 
Warriors led 34-32 going 
into the final period. 

Eminence had their 
best offensive output 
of the game in the final 
period as they outscored 
the Lady Eagles 14-9 to 
pull away for the seven- 
point win. 

“We came out and got 
on another run to start 
the half but we let them 
back in it and they tied it 
at 30,” Adair said. “From 
there we pulled away.” 

Adair saw several fac¬ 
tors as key to the win. 

“I thought our man 
defense was good at 
times and that was the 
reason for our runs,” he 
said. “I also thought that 
when we started to push 
the ball in transition, a 
lot of easy shots opened

Go 3-1 in busy week

The Eminence 
Warriors hosted the 
Gallatin County Wildcats 
on Jan. 6 in need of a 
win to help their chances 
for a good seed in the 
district tournament and 
came away with a 74-68 
win. The Warriors are 
now 1-3 in district play 
while Gallatin County fell 
to 2-4 in district games. 

The game was tight 
the whole way as the 
teams traded the lead 
several times in the first 
period with Gallatin 
ending up on top 10-8 
going into the second 
period. 

Eminence gained the 
lead early in the sec¬ 
ond period when Tyrei 
Hanlon scored inside to 
give them a 12-11 lead. 

But Gallatin quickly 
regained the lead and 
held it for most of the 
rest of the half. 

Midway through the 
second period Gallatin 
County finally threatened 
to break open the game 
when they went on a 9-2 
run to go up 26-18. 


The Warriors domi¬ 
nated the final minutes 
of the period with a 
12-3 run that ended 
with six quick points in 
the last few seconds of 
play. Trevor Payton’s 
heads up play as time ran 
out gave the Warriors 
their first lead since 
early in the period. After 
Jake McKinley scored 
in the lane to make it 
29-28 with five sec¬ 
onds left, Payton stole 
the Wildcats’ inbound 
pass and hit a runner as 
the buzzer sounded to 
make it 30-29 and give 
Eminence momentum 
going into the locker 
room. 

Gallatin County came 
back and opened the 
second half with a bucket 
to put the game back 
into seesaw mode as the 
teams traded baskets 
throughout the third 
period. 

Payton opened the 
fourth period with a 
3-pointer to make it 
54-50 and the Warriors 
never relinquished the 
lead the rest of the game. 

On Gallatin’s next 
possession, they had a 
chance to retake the lead 
when a foul was called 
on a drive to the basket 


and then a technical foul 
was called on Eminence. 
Gallatin could have come 
away with a six or seven- 
point possession. But the 
Wildcats hit only one of 
four of the charity shots 
and then scored on a 
runner to pull within one 
point at 54-53. 

Eminence extended 
the lead back to four 
points two posses¬ 
sions later when Justin 
Mitchell made a nice 
no-look pass to Jake 
McKinley for a layup. 

The play sparked a 
mini-run by the Warriors 
as Kemryn Jenkins hit a 
layup with 3:20 left to 
give the Warriors a 62-54 
lead. 

After Gallatin County 
hit a 3-pointer to cut it 
back to five points, Jake 
McKinley was fouled 
as the Wildcats tried to 
press. A technical foul 
was also called on the 
Wildcats and McKinley 
stepped to the line and 
hit three of four foul 
shots to restore the lead 
to eight points with 2:58 
left. 

Gallatin continued to 
pressure the Warriors 
and cut the lead to two

The Henry County 
Wildcats hosted the 
Carroll County Panthers 
on Jan. 6 and used their 
superior height to come 
out with a 64-51 win. 
The Wildcats had 13 
offensive rebounds and 
a 37-19 rebounding 
advantage overall. 

Henry County scored 
most of their buckets in 
the first period on inside 
moves and put backs as 
they ran out to a 21-8 
lead. Gavin Jameson had 
eight points and Coleton 
Aneszko chipped in 
seven points in the open¬ 
ing onslaught. 

Carroll County 
improved offensively in 
the second quarter and 
managed to whittle the 
lead to 10 points at half¬ 
time. 

The Wildcats came 
out of the locker room 
and reasserted control 
of the paint to push the 
margin back to 13 points 
at 52-39. Trey Wills had 
seven points to lead the 


Cats in the third period. 

The Wildcats main¬ 
tained their lead 
throughout the final 
period to cruise to the 
13-point win. 

Jameson led the 
Wildcats with 21 points, 
Aneszko had 17 and 
Wills added 11. 

Both Jameson and 
Wills finished the 
night with double- 
doubles. Jameson had 
14 rebounds and Wills 
added 11. 

Coach Enoch Welch 
felt that some downtime 
helped the coaching staff 
prepare for the Panthers. 

“We had some time 
after Christmas tourna¬ 
ments to think analyti¬ 
cally about getting guys 
in better spots to be 
successful and that paid 
off tonight,” Welch said. 
“In the first game with 
Carroll (an overtime loss 
for the Cats) they dictat¬ 
ed the pace and rhythm 
but tonight we dictated 
those things.” 

Welch was pleased 
with the performance of 
a trio of players. 

“Coleton looked 
much more comfortable 
tonight,” he said. “Trey 
Wills also had a big night 
and Gavin Jameson had 


another solid night in 
the post.” 

Welch said that better 
shot selection and good 
free throw shooting were 
major areas of improve¬ 
ment for the Wildcats 
along with the dominat¬ 
ing rebounding perfor¬ 
mance. The Wildcats 
were 11 of 13 from the 
charity stripe. 

Welch, while pleased 
with the team’s effort, 
still sees room for 
improvement. 

“We were better in 
our man defense tonight 
but we still have to do 
a better job in our help 
defense,” Welch said. 

According to the 
coach, this was a very 
important win. 

“Getting a district win 
was big for us because of 
district seeding,” Welch 
said. “Bight now, every 
team has at least one win 
in district so any time we 
can pick up a win it is 
crucial.” 

The Wildcats 
improved to 8-6 overall 
and 3-2 in district play. 
Carroll County fell to 
7-7 overall and 1-3 in 
district play.

The Henry County 
Lady Cats hosted the 
Carroll County Lady 
Panthers on Jan. 6 and 
fell 35-29 despite a 
strong defensive effort. 

The Lady Cats got off 
to a slow start as Carroll 
jumped out to a 7-0 lead. 
Henry County did not 
score their first basket 
until Maddie Hensley 
scored a layup with 4:10 
left in the first period. 
The Lady Panthers led 
11-4 going into the sec¬ 
ond period. 

Hensley, an eighth- 
grader, continued to 
be the Cats’ best scor¬ 
ing option with senior 
Megan Payton out with 
a knee injury. She helped 
lead the Lady Cats back 
in the second period with 
eight points as they cut 
the lead to two points 


at 19-17 going into the 
locker room. 

After Carroll County 
hit a 15-foot jumper to 
open the second half, 
the Lady Cats got inside 
baskets from Savannah 
Medley and Sarah Foree 
to tie the score at 21 
with 4:23 left in the third 
period. 

It would be the last 
time the score was tied 
the remainder of the 
game. The Lady Cats 
failed to score another 
point in the third period 
but their tenacious 
defense kept it close as 
Carroll County managed 
only four more points to 
lead 25-21 going into 
the final period of play. 

“The third period 
started well,” Coach 
Todd Gilley said. “Then 
we went a while without 
scoring. But we main¬ 
tained our composure 
and stayed focused. The 


shots just didn’t fall the 
way they were falling 
earlier.” 

The first point of the 
fourth period came on a 
Lady Panther free throw 
to make it a five-point 
lead with 4:21 to go. 

Hensley hit a 17-footer 
from straight away to 
break the Lady Cats’ 
scoring drought and 
make it 26-23 with 2:56 
left. 

But Carroll County 
went on a 5-2 run over 
the next two minutes to 
lead 31-25. All of the 
Panthers points came 
from the free throw line 
during the run. Medley 
scored inside with 1:16 
left to pull the Cats with¬ 
in four. 

But Carroll County 
continued to hit their 
free throws as Henry 
fouled to stop the clock 
and the Lady Panthers 
held on for the six-point 


win. The visitors scored 
all 10 of their fourth 
period points from the 
charity stripe. 

Gilley was pleased 
with the teams’ defensive 
effort. 

“We mixed our defens¬ 
es and were able to do 
a good job on their best 
two scorers,” he said. 

“We were small this game 
(without Payton) so 
Lauren Moore, their cen¬ 
ter, got some rebounds 
that put her on the foul 
line. I thought this was 
the most physical that 
our kids have been in a 
game. 

“I think they enjoyed 
the aspect of being 
more physical and it 
helped them stay men¬ 
tally focused,” Gilley 
continued. “You can tell 
we were more focused 
because we went 11 of
